Brothers Smothered 


CBS Cancels 
Program 


In case any ot you watched 
the Smothers Brothers on Sun- 
day, April 30, or happened to 
read the articles in any of the 
major newspapers in the nation, 
including the Salinas Califor- 
nian, you might have heard the 
announcement that the Smothers 
| Brothers Comedy Hour has been 
| cancelled by CBS. This action 
was formally announced on 
Easter Sunday and regardless of 
the signing of a new 24-week 
contract just prior to the an- 
nouncement, the Smothers Broth- 
ers and CBS seem doomed to 
part company. 


The Smothers Brothers are 
now in the process of suing the 
network for breach of contract, 
but, at the same time, are watch- 
ing both ABC and NBC to see 
whether either of these two net- 
works would be interested in 
taking over the very popular 
series in the: event that a recon- 
ciliation cannot be reached with 
CBS. An offer has already been 
received from the Canadian 
Broadcasting — Association _ to 
broadcast the show in Canada 
without the censorship problems 
which have been experienced 
with CBS. 


Whatever the outcome of the 
law suit, it is already assured 
that the Smothers Brothers. will 
continue to broadcast, even if it 
is in Canada.

The cost for these im- 
provements (stated only as a 
guess-timate at this time) will 
be $1,300,000. The state will 
pay 40 percent of the cost if it 
approves of the project.

The new two story gymnasium 
will have the lower floor for 
locker rooms and showers. The 
second story will be a hardwood 
floor for basketball and other in- 
door games. For swimming, two 
pools have been proposed. One 
pool will be shallow for instruc- 
tion and competition events. The 
other pool will be deep for div- 
ing and water sports. The pools 
probably will be located in front 
of the men’s gym where the fac- 
ulty parking lot is now. 


To get state funds for the 
project the planners will have to 
show a need for the new facili- 
ties. In dealing with these needs, 
planners cite that the expected 
increase in the student body pop- 
ulation will make the already 
crowded locker rooms and _ ath- 


|letic facilities inadequate in a 


few years. 


Coach Adams said that since 
planners have followed standard 
procedures, chances are good 
that the state will approve.

But the crux of the matter is, 
as it has always been, the ques- 
tion of the censorship of the 
Smothers Brothers show. 

The ultimate paradox of al- 
lowing shows depicting violence 
to be aired (as Smothers says, 
“The violent fantasies being pro- 
grammed are making their ap- 
peal primarily to those over 35.”) 
while censoring shows expressing 
social and political comment and 
criticism in a humorous vein 
merely illustrate that “Television 
is on the verge of becoming an 
internal house organ for one gen- 
eration, just as the underground 
press, underground radio and 
rock music have become an in- 
ternal house organ for the oth- 
er.” In these words, Tommy 
Smothers sums up the entire cen- 
sorship problem which exists be- 
tween the two parties. 

The medium of _ television 
which should be creating a dia- 
logue and a mutual appreciation 
between the generations is being 
used to force the ideas and atti- 
tudes of one side while effec- 
tively censoring any expression 
of the ideas and attitudes of the 
other side. As Tommy Smothers 
states: “We are obviously urging 
a turn about. We are asking 
that those forces which control 
the avenues of communication 
open these avenues to a fair ex- 
change of ideas, with all the 
risks of liveliness and even con- 
fusion.” 

If the ideas expressed by the 
young prove not to be “topics 
comfortable to the adults,” then 
perhaps we should follow the 
advice which Dick Smothers 
gave on their final show and 
send--our parents to- bed when- 
ever © anything’ controversial 
| comes on television. —R.A.M.
